Salt Lake Tailor Repeats It 
to Indianapolis Jury. 


Testimony the Quest for 
Men to Do “Jobs.” 


Important Disclosures ‘About 
the Ones Who Helped. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRD TO THE TIMES,) 
INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 24.—Through 
remarks carelessly made by James B. 
McNamara while having a suit of 
clothes fitted by T. C. Bjorm, a tailor, 
of Salt Lake City in 1909, the Federal 
grand jury today obtained evidence 
which, it is said, brought about im- 
portant disclosures concerning the 
identity of men who helped biow up 
places in the West. 

Bjorm, who testified before the 
grand jury, is said to have heard from 
McNamara not only about the plans 
to blow up a hotel in Salt Lake City 
in December, that year, but also about 
the details as to how it was to be 
done, and who was to do it.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24-—Arrange- 
ments for the reception tomorrow of 
the Duke of Connaught were com- 
pleted by the White House and the 
State Department tonight.

BEAUTY TALES 
FRESHLY TOLD. 


First Visit of Royalty in 
Half a Century. 


French Harbor Expert Is to 
3 Reach Here Sunday. 


Raymond Reception Feature

PASADENA, Jan. 25.—‘“You talk 
about the scenery of the old world. 
Why. i is not to be compared with 
American scenery. And history! I 
have seen 700 volumes relating to the 
_ Pacific Coast alone which might be 

‘termed ancient history. There is 
more bistory back of the Columbia 
Miver than back of the Rhine. If 
there isn’t, I'll drink it dry.” 

This is one of the things that Dr. 
Roland Dwight Grant, originator of 
the “Bee America First" movement, 
had t say last night. Dr. Grant is 
in the city to pay a visit of a few days 
to hie nephew, Eugene Grant of No. 
291 Park street. ; 

Despite the fact that he has spoken 
on the subject from the lecture plat- 
form for more than twenty-five years, 
the famous mountain-climbing enthu- 
siast is more vigorous than ever in his 
praise of American sightseeing. 

“Think of it!” he said, referring to 
the fact that the arrival of the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught and their 
daughter, Princess Patricia, in New 
York last Tueéday was the first visit 
of British royalty to that city in 
more than fifty-two years. “I once 
told King George (he was then Prince 
of Wales) that the finest scenery was 
to be found in America. Later the 
Queen did visit Lake Louise’ in Can- 
ada, and I have heard that she agreed 
with my statement. The King did not 
make the trip. He went hunting, in- 


stead. 

“It is not through my patriotism 
te my country that I say we have 
the best scenery. I have traveled 
much and I know this to be a fact. 
More Americans are now touring 
America before they go to Europe, 
and more Europeans are coming to 
America than used to be the case, 
and I believe that my efforts have 
beeh partly responsible for bringing 
this about. I think that the most 
magnificent, the grandest spot in all 
the world, is Ouray, Colo. And, right 
here in Pasadena, you have a city that 
for one of its kind cannot be equaled, 
ik care not where you go. There is 
nothing im Italy that can compare 
with it.” 

Dr. Grant declares that the time is 

far Gistant when the phrase “to 
go to America” will mean all, and 
more. t6 Europeans that “to g0 
abroad” now means to Americans. 

“It is bound to come,” he said. 
“America, and especially the West, 
ile coming to attract attention such as 
mo other part of the world has ever 
attracted. The, scenery is inecompar- 
able. An evidence of this is that manv 
plays are being written with it for a 
backgrotnd, and they are attracting 
attention in every country.”

The paving of this street follows lit- 
igation and condemnation proceedings 
that have been pending for more than 
a year. The opening ane widening of 
the street has at last been accom- 
plished and the. projected improve- 
ment will give Los Angeles her most 
direct boulevard to the ocean, when 
the improvement shall have been car- 
ried through Sawtelle on Tennessee 
street and thence by the county 
through Sunset acres to connection 
with Wilshire boulevard near Beverly. 

The street is to be paved with as- 
phait as far east as the new High 
School building and for the remainder 
of the distance the material used will 
be oil and gravel. Concrete curbs will 
be constructed on either side of the 
street for the entire distance.

The thirteen-acre site and the group 
of buildings will cost $200,000 and the

Many men and 
teams are at work grading the site. 
This. involves the removal of many 
thousand cubic yards of earth, which 
is being used in raising the lower por- 
tions of the grounds.

The launch’s meg- 
aphone told, the story of the lost bag- 
gage and in a few moments two little 
specks that looked to be no larger 
than a couple of cigar boxes were 
seen dangling from the davit of the 
great liner and the rope was paid out 
until the missing dunnage was safely 
landed on the launch, which steamed 
out of the svay and the great steamer 
proceeded on her way.

FATAL PLUNGE 
FOR AUTOISTS.

One Killed, Another Suffers 
Severe Injuries. , 


Dense Fog Obscures’ Road 
from the Beach. ., 


Machine Discovered Wrecked 
in Deep Gulch. 


Driving blindly ahead through the 
Gense fog that settled over the roa 
leading from the sea, an automobile 
owned and driven by Leland R. 
Wright of the Doremus Automobile 
Company of Hollywood, who was ac- 


Keliy, manager of the Nestor Film 
Company of Hollywood, plunged 
down a deep gulch about three-quar- 
ters of a mile west of the Soldiers’ 
Home at 11:30 o’clock last night and 
buried both men under the wreck- 
age, resulting in the death of Kelly 
a few minutes later. 

The accident was discovered by F. 


and H. J. Ruddle of No. 2263 Howard 
boulevard, who were following the 


Kelly and Wright as they went over 
the treacherous ledge. 

Both victims were dragged from 
under the wreckage and Kelly was 
placed in the Rindge automobile and 
hurried to the Receiving Hospital, 
where he at once was er on the 
operating table. 


accident had taken piace, as there was 


been fractured and his neck broken. 
His companion was hurried to the of- 
fice of Dr. J. Addison Jackson at the 
Hollywood Hotel, where it was found 
that he was suffering from a fracture 
of the hip bone, together with a num- 
ber of contusions and abrasions of the 


body. 

recovering consciousness, 
Wright said that he and Kelly had 
Visited the beach earlier in the even- 
ing and were on their way home when 
they approached the curve surmount- 
ing the deep abyss. As the fog was 
too dense to see more than a few feet 
ahead, and he was about to stop the 
machine to make an exploration of 
the road when the machine plunged 
over the incline. 

The dead man came to this city 
about two months ago to accept the 
position with the moving picture con- 
cern and little is known regarding his 
family or friends. The body was sent 
to Bresee Bros’. undertaking rooms to 
await the action of the Coroner, al- 
though it is thought that an inquest 
will be unnecessary iri view of the ac- 
cidental nature of his death. At an 
early hour this morning Mr. Wright 
was resting easier but will be confined 
to his bed for many weeks.

FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND. 


Qver That Amount in Building Per-

HOUGH she arrived in Los An- 

geles barely three days ago from 

the chill and wintry East, Mme. 
Esther Palliser, prima donna of the 
Crystal Palace, has already made up 
her mind that the attractions of 
Southern California so far surpass 
anything that her brilliant career in 
grand opera has made her famillar 
with that she will make her home 
henceforth among the roses and sun- 
beams. At her apartments in the 
Hershey Arms where she is staying 
with her friend, Miss Kate Crittenden 
of New York, the dramatic soprano 
yesterday announced her intention of 
locating permanently in this city. 

Although Mme. Palliser was born 

in the United States she has made her 
home abroad for a number of years. 
She is a favorite in London, Berlin, 
Vienna, Paris and other European 
cities where she has charmed hun- 
dreds of thousands with her marvel- 
ous voice.

She 
has toured Europe several times, ap- 
pearing in all of the big cities in 
Wagneflan and operas of the French 
ahd Italian school, For seven years 
ehe sang at the Crystal Palace in Lon- 
don.

GREATEST WAR GAME 
ON COAST THIS YEAR. 


HE greatest war game ever played 
r on the Pacific Coast will take place 

next August, when 20,000 troops 
will participate in the annual army 
and navy maneuvers around «San 
Franciseo, according to Adjt.-Gen. 
Forbes of California, who is a guest 
at the Alexandria. 


ing from Washington, where he was 
called several weeks ago to confer 
with the Secretary of the Navy, and 
the chief division militia officer, with 
headquarters at the capital. 

The maneuvers as outlined by the 
War Department will be on a scale 
never before attempted in the West. 
The feature will be a land attack on 
San Francisco, in which 5000 regu- 
lars, 10,000 National Guardsmen of 
California, Utah and Arizona, and 
10,000 men from the Pacific fleet, and 
seven warships will be employed. 

Gen. Forbes stated that the man- 
euvers are planned to prove the as- 
sertion that while the coast defenses 
at the Presidio and in Marin county 
are effective against an enemy ap- 
proaching by sea the big guns couid 
only protect the Golden Gate, and that 
a well-directed landing force would 
have little difficulty in capturing the 
Presidio batteries and occupying San 
Francisco and Oakland. 

Gen. Forbes made an “attack” on 
the Bay City last summer and nearly 
succeeded in “taking” it. The militia 
umpires claimed that Gen. Forbes 
captured the city, but the regular ar- 
biters decided that he had been suc- 
repulsed. 

It is planned to rendezvous the at- 
tacking forces, including infantry, 
cavalry, field artillery and signal 
corps, at Half Moon Bay, from which 
point they will attack the city. 

No permanent camp will be pro- 
vided for any of the troops engaged, 
and the soldiers will “live on the 
land,” as in time of real war. 

“Tt promises to be one of the great-

country,” said Gen. Forbes. The an-} 


nual maneuvers at Atascadero will be 
dispensed with for this year if the 
plan to attack San Francisco is car- 
ried out as planned.” 

Gen. Forbes stated that the gov- 
ernment will spend thousands of dol/ 
lars the ensuing year for equipment 
and paraphernalia for the California 
National Guard. 

“We hope to establish a field Wos- 
pital at Los Angeles and may decide | 
to place a machine gun company in 
this city. We are planning to organ- 
ize three machine-gun companies, and 
I feel certain that one of these wil! 
be given to this city. According to a 
new law we must abolish one of the 
Signal Corps companies in Califor- 
nia, and I rather think that Co. A Sig- 
nal Corps of the Seventh Regiment, 
located here, will have to go. The 
San Francisco company has shown up 
better on inspection, and in all prob- 
ability will be kept intact. Its mem- 
bership will probably be enlarged. 


“We intend establishing one en- 
gineering company and one ambu- 
lance company this year. I wouldn’t 
be surprised to see this city win one 
of the companies. Two field batteries 
will be made up as soon as we ge 
things under way. The California 
militia is in splendid shape, but we 
hope to improve it materially along 
certain plans now being outlined.”

Jastice Orders Arrests on the 
Favorite Roads.

Drastic Step Follows an Ag- 
gravated Case. 


Speeders are not to be allowed to 
go on with their automobiles hereaf- 
ter on their mere promise to appear 
the next day in the Justice Court for 
tria

“The lives of human beings who do 
not own machines must be protected,” 
suid Justice Reeve yesterday after in- 
structing the motorcycle policemen to 
arrest all persons who are caught go- 
ing at the rate of fifty miles an hour 
on the public roads. “These men 
have become altogether too reckless 
and the practice must be stopped.” 

The instructions were issued as a 
result of the failure of a man who 
gave the name of Roy Wilson to the 
arresting officers and his address as 
No. 1220 West Second street to ap- 
pear. Wilson is now supposed to be 
a fictitious name. The address given 
is a vacant lot. The number car- 
ried by the machine was one issued 

an owner who gave his address as 

nora. The Wilson case was one, of 

uliarly aggravated recklessness. 
When stopped by Officer Cannon, he 
was going over fifty miles an hour 
through the dense mass of vehicles 
bound for the aviation meet *at 
Dominguez Field. He was serpentin- 
ing and wriggling his machine in and 
out among the other automobiles and 
carriages and paying no attention to 
the rules of the road or any other 
regulations. 

EXAMPLE IF CAPTURED. 

When arrested he made light of his 
actions and said he had not been 
speeding “very much.” He agreed 
readily to appear in court the next 
day, but was not there and a bench 
warrant is now out for his arrest. If 
he will be made an example 
of. 

“If this man’s machine had met 
with an ent, or he had had @ 
blow-out, or anything had happened 
to make it unmanageable, there 
would have been lives lost amid: the 
crowd on its way to see the events at 
Dominguez Field,”’ said Justice Reeve. 
“No man has a right to imperil oth- 
ers in that way, and the reports of 
the speed officers show ‘that it is com- 
ing to be a practice so common that 
there is nothing for it but to bring 
the offenders up with a round turn. 
There is altogether too much of this 
speeding, anyway, in the city and out 
of it, and the rights of the pedestrian 
are completely ignored, while the 
rights of other autoists, who may be 
obeying the law, are not considered at 
all. One shudders to think of what 
would be the consequences of a col- 
lision. — 

“The men—and some women, the 
officers report—who do this sort of 
thing are’speed maniacs and are dan- 
gerous to the community. The case of 
this man Wilson shows, too, that they 
have no regard in some cases for any 
consideration that may be extended to 
them by the arresting officers.’ 

THEY'LL GO TO JAIL. 

“On that account, and since these 
maniacs are the people whom the law 
wishes to reach, the officers hereafter 
will not take their names and address- 
es, but will step inte the automobile 
and take the arrested persons to the 
nearest police office or to the jail, 
whichever may be convenient. As far 
as I can do anything to stop the 
speed-mad offenders, it is to be done.”

Delegations from 
Glendale, Santa Monica, Whittier, 
Giendora, Monrovia. and other points 
ureed the board not to interrupt the 
freight traffic, as was suggested by a 
communication from six commercial 
organizations of Los Angeles, until 
franchises are granted, but to give per- 
mission to maintain present arrange- 
ments until new ones are provided.

Shoup 
thinks the congestion may be solved 
by using San Pedro street for freight, 
or by a private right of way for which 
the company fs now negotiating, by 
co-operation with the Southern Pa- 
cific at Lyon and Aliso streets, or by 
a transfer point between the steam 
and electric roads out of the city. 

A table submitted by Shoup showed 
that forty-eight express cars are in 
use every day of the week and eleven 
on Sundays. These cars transport the 
‘tnterurben package business of Los 
Angeles and environs. In addition, 


there is the freight service at night. 


There was no discussion of the hours 
fe which either express or freight 
bueiness will be limited, but the for- 
mer will probably be without limit, 
na it affects the great tourist trade of 
the city, and the latter will probably 
be at night only.

Humphreys says if this exclusive sys- 
tem of paving is continued the asphalt 
contractors can hardly be expected to 
continue in business under open speci- 
fications. Humphreys says the city 
knows what it gets under asphalt 
specifications but is in ignorance of 


“It is all right for the property 
owners to have the right to decide the 
material,” said Humphreys, “except 
when they want to buy something un- 
der closed specifications that the city 
does not now the contents of. It must 
be remembered that, after a street is 
improved, the public treastry must 
maintain it and we ought to kaow 
what it is we must maintain.”

An opinion which Judge Rives of 
the Probate Court is preparing in the 
Robert McCulloch contested will case 
will not be based on precedence, for 
the case appears to be without a par- 
allel in this State. 

McCulloch was a most remarkable 
man, according to City Treasurer 
Hance, who knew him well. He was 
an attorney for a southern railroad in 
his younger days and later was éle- 
vated to the bench. He served dur- 
ing the Civil War with honor. His 
memory, Capt. Hance states, was 
marvelous, and his knowledge almest 
encyclopedic. He never married. 

McCulloch died in this city July 
12 last, leaving $2000 cash. His will, 
dated January 3, 1905, was probated 
by Judge Rives August 9 last. The 
petition was presented by Robert 
Brown, who with Mrs. Virginja Mar- 
guise, a cousin of McCulloch's, shared 
equally in the estate. 

“Then there came to Nght another 
will which had been written and 
signed by McCulloch, reaffirmed by 
him in 1904 and again reaffirmed No- 
vember 4, 1809. This will appeared 
to have been the first drawn by Mc- 
Culloch. Mrs. Marquise was the sole 
legatee under this will. At her death,

It would have been plain sailing 
for the court if McCulloch had signed 
this re-affirmation, but unfortunately 
the veteran did not, and from this ap- 
parent neglect was created a legal 
proposition positively unique in the 
history of this court. 

McCulloch probably intended by 
this reaffirmation to make this his last 
will, but the omission of his. signa- 
ture raises a puzzling legal point, not- 
withstanding that the will itself is a 
holograph and beara his signature. 
McCulloch made five wills and ad- 
ded codicils.
